The quake, which struck at 5:46 
a.m. (3:46 p.m. EST Monday), was 
centered 12 1/2 miles under Awaji in 
the Inland Sea, the Central 
Meteorological Agency said. Part of 
the quake’s destructive power was 
due to the relative shallowness of its 
epicenter, quake watchers said. 

Many people were trapped in their 
homes as the quake tore down build- 
ings just before dawn. But the roads 


and trains were less full than they. 


would have been at a later hour. 

“If the earthquake had occured a 
couple of hours later, it would have 
been a massive, chaotic disaster,” said 
Yoshiaki Kawata ,of Kyoto 
University’s Disaster Research 
Institute. 

Ben Deeley, a U.S. businessman 
from the Philadelphia area in Kobe 
during the quake, told the Cable News 
Network that the television in the 
room where he was staying flew 
towards his bed, which moved about 
four feet. 

“Tt was a little bit*wild there,” he 
said. 

“The building next to ours fell down 
on top of a car. ...

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Pres. Hunter released from hospital 


SALT LAKE CITY —President Howard W. Hunter of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints was released Monday from the hospital, where he 
spent nearly tive days under treatment for exhaustion, and is now resting at his 
home, a church spokesman said. 

Spokesman Don LeFevre said he did not know when Hunter — revered as 
“prophet, seer and revelator” by the .9-million member LDS church — would 
return to work at church headquarters. 

Hunter, 87, was admitted to LDS Hospital last Thursday morning. He was 
also hospitalized for a few days in mid-December following a trip to Mexico 
City, where he organized the church’s 2,000th stake. 

Hunter’s last public appearance was during the weekend of Jan. 7-8 at ded- 
ication ceremonies for the new LDS Temple in Bountiful, Utah. 

Hunter has had a history of serious health problems and has needed an alu- 
minum walker or motorized cart to get around since the early 1980s. 

In addition to the Mexico trip and Bountiful temple dedication, Hunter’s 
heavy schedule of late had included trips to Switzerland, Illinois, Arizona, 
Hawaii, Florida and several visits to California. 


Federal judge to hear ACLU housing case 


SALT LAKE CITY — A federal judge is to hear arguments on Wednesday 
in the American Civil Liberties Union’s lawsuit alleging Provo apartment own- 
ers violate fair housing laws. 

Appearing before U.S. District Judge David Winder, the ACLU will charge 
that the apartment owners violate the 1968 federal Fair Housing Act by dis- 
criminating on the basis of religion, gender and family statue. 

The school requires that its single students under age 25 live in single-sex 
apartment complexes off campus. ACLU attorneys argue such regulations can- 
not legally be extended to off-campus commercial housing. 

As a result, private landlords advertise their buildings as “BYU approved,” 
and rent that housing only to students. The ACLU contends this amounts to 
religious discrimination. 

BYU says a ruling in the plaintiffs’ favor would violate students’ rights. 


S.C. mom could face death penalty 


UNION, S.C. — Susan Smith covered her eyes and sobbed as the charges 
detailing how she drowned her two young sons were read out in court today 
and the prosecutor promised to seek the death penalty. 

After her lawyer said she was not ready to enter a plea, Smith was led back to 
the defense table, wiping her hands across her face several times as her tears 
continued, 

There were no outbursts Monday and much of the venom in her hometown, a 
rural community about 60 miles northwest of Columbia, seems to have sub- 
sided. 

“There’s some people that say probably the best punishment she could get 
would be to leave her the way she is now, to have to live day to day with those 
thoughts in her mind,” said Union County Council Chairman Donnie 
Betenbaugh. 

Smith has been held without bail since her arrest. 


Russia calls for peace talks with Chechnya. 


GROZNY, Russia — With its offensive in Chechnya stalling, Russia on 
Monday called for immediate peace talks to end a secessionist rebellion it said 
threatens the nation’s security and well-being. 

“The future of Russia, our future, depends on resolving the crisis in 
Chechnya,” Prime Minister Viktor Chernomyrdin said Monday night in a 15- 
minute address on national television. 

He called for talks “with all interested parties and forces” and a simultaneous 
cease-fire. 

Both sides have appealed for negotiations before, but Chernomyrdin’s speech 
- which did not impose the usual Russian conditions that the Chechens disarm - 
was one of Moscow’s strongest statements yet. 

Thousands are believed to have been killed since Dec. 11, when Moscow sent 
troops into Chechnya, a mostly Muslim republic of 1.2 million people in south- 
ern Russia’s Caucasus Mountains. 

The primeminister called for a moratorium on movement of troops and 
equipment, a halt of artillery and other heavy weaponry, the creation of safe 
zones for handing in weapons and guarantee delivery of relief aid to civilians.

Today, the LDS Church has taken 
the position that the JST was divinely 
commanded, guided and completed 
sufficiently to be used. 

“Ours is a restored gospel. We pro- 
fess no new doctrine than existed in 
the church of Christ,” said Joseph F. 
McConkie, professor of ancient scrip- 
ture. 

According to Andrew F. Skinner, 
assistant professor of ancient scrip- 
ture, of the 7,913 verses contained in 
the King James Version of the Bible, 
2,096 verses were changed in the 
Joseph Smith Translation. 

Robert J. Matthews, professor emer- 
itus of ancient scripture, said that 
Joseph Smith was a restorer of knowl- 
edge and that through his translation, 
the original meaning of many Bible 
passages has been preserved. 

Although the JST has not been pub- 
lished in its entirety by the LDS 
Church, the sections which are doctri- 
nally significant, which clarify the 
nature of Christ, God, man, or the 
Restoration, and those which remove 
error or contradiction are included in 
the LDS Church’s accepted version of 
the King James Bible. 

“The JST is a beacon of light that 
we would do well to heed,” said 
Robert L. Millet, dean of Religious 
Education and professor of ancient 
scripture.

The law in 

New Jersey requires Diaz to register with area authorities who in turn must notify 
residents of communities where released sex offenders plan to relocate. 

Diaz and his attorney are arguing — successfully up to this point — that New 

Jersey’s “Megan’s Law,” named for a 7-year-old girl who was killed by a released 

sex offender, is unconstitutional because it amounts to added punishment. A brave 


federal judge recently agreed. 


Not only do such laws bring added punishment and persecution to offenders who 
have already paid for their crimes, they often create a false sense of security in 


communities and lead to vigilante justice. 


As an ACLU spokesman correctly pointed out, most sex-related crimes are not 
committed by paroled or released sex offenders but by relatives, friends, dates or 
acquaintances of the victims. Nationally, statistics indicate that 60 to 80 percent of 
rapes are date or acquaintance rapes. Communities that believe they are protecting 
their women and children by keeping known rapists out are likely to overlook the 
real threats — fathers, family friends and dates. 

There is no doubt that community notification laws generate acts of vigilante jus- 
tice. USA Today reports that attacks against released sex offenders have been 
reported in New Jersey, Texas and Washington. In one New Jersey attack, frenzied 
neighbors broke into a home and beat up the wrong man. 

Although some released sex offenders will inevitably rape, molest or kill again, 
some won’t. Laws shouldn’t punish people because they might be dangerous. 
Labeling released offenders as dangerous denies them a fair chance to-be produc- 


tive citizens and participate in society. 


It is also a sign that our society has evolved very little from the unforgiving 


Puritan days of “The Scarlet Letter.”

Balanced budget amendment 


easy escape for Republicans 


Although the new Republican Congress is 
barely a week old, one of the oldest conflicts 
has already started. The bitter battle of the 
bulging budget has drawn partisan lines. Yet 
the battle over the budget hasn’t even yet 
begun. The newest debate is over the balance 
budget-amendment. 

To the Republicans, the proposed balanced 
budget amendment serves two purposes. The 
first is a belief that amending the Constitution 
is the only way to 
restrain Congress. 
Inserting an amendment 
alongside the Bill of 
Rights is the only solu- 
tion. It willbe a law that 
Congress will not be able to maneuver around. 

The balanced budget amendment is also a 
part of the Republicans’ Contract With 
America. The new Republican majority insists 
that all 10 items of the contract will be fought 
for and voted on. Even Republicans who ques- 
tion the wisdom of the amendment will vote 
for it in order to present a united front. 

The Democrats opposed to the amendment 
have many different reasons. To Northeastern 
liberals and to New Dealers, such as Sens. 
Dodd and Kennedy, any limitations on govern- 
ment spending would mean the end of the 
world to their political agendas. With the 
Republicans insisting on a three-fifths majority 
to increase taxes, the government till will be 
practically empty should a balanced budget be 
required. ; 

Many Democrats (and — privately — 
Republicans) oppose the balanced budget 
amendment because of the power it would 
grant to the Supreme Court. Should the 
amendment be passed by the Congress, the 
Supreme Court would mediate the argument, 
or possibly make the necessary cuts itself. 
Nobody is really sure; the amendment is that 
vague. 

Many in Congress oppose anything that 
would give more power to the judiciary. 
Federal judges have exercised unwarranted 
dominion in many instances inthe past. 
Republicans and Democrats alike fear this 
brand of judicial activism on the left and on 
the right. The power of the purse is clearly the 
provision of Congress and shouldn’t be fiddled 
with. 

Many governors throughout America oppose 
the amendment’ simply because they know 
Congress can’t be trusted. Last year, the 
Clinton administration proposed a health care

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that would have mandated businesses to sup- 
ply their employees with insurance. He 
believed that this would give all Americans 
health insurance without raising taxes. But 
isn’t a mandate a tax? Wouldn’t such a busi- 
ness expense be passed on to the consumer in 
the form of higher prices? 

Be it supplying health care and education to 
illegal aliens, wildlife policy, environmental 
controls or commerce, state governments are

ton. By mandating that states pay 100 percent 
of Medicare expenses, the federal budget 
could be balanced tomorrow. 

America doesn’t need a balanced budget 
amendment. Should the amendment clear the 
Congress, the states will not accept it as it is 
written. Should it pass, Congress will be able 
to work around it through legal trickery — 
after all, many of its members are lawyers. 
The problem is that Congress refuses to make 
tough choices. 

The fact is, we live in an expanding econo- 
my. Government revenue increases yearly. If 
we would freeze government spending at 
today’s level the budget deficit could be elimi- 
nated within 10 years. This would, of course, 
eliminate Jimmy Carter’s baseline budgeting 
act that automatically increased spending 
whether a program needed more money or not. 

Another solution would be to “share the 
pain” and cut every government program 
equally 9 percent or 10 percent. These pro- 
grams would include Medicaid, Medicare and 
Social Security, which are backed by AARP 
members, who vote if “their” programs are 
even looked at, let alone touched. 

The problem is that Republicans like base- 
line budgeting now that they are running the 
Hill. A balanced budget amendment would 
allow the Republicans to tackle the budget 
issue without making any real cuts. Real cuts 
would mean angering special interest groups 
who could vote them out of power. Now that 
they have control, Republicans should take 
the initiative instead of posturing themselves 
like the recently dethroned Democrats.
